Nearly all of the 
retailers of the city e classified 
their meat according price and 
cut, Mrs. Anderson stated, and they 
are all displaying them prominently. 
Retailers are also assisting their cus- 
tomers in the selection of the cheap- 
er cuts, and many of them are giv- 
ing out recipes showing how to pre- 


pare them. 


The matter of selection or prepa- 
ration of the les-expensive cuts of 
meat was taken up yesterday by a 
number of the women's clubs of the 
elty. In the domestic science classes 
of public and private schools stu- 
dents were given their first lessons in 
to the cooking of these cuts. On Sun- 

day the campaign, and its purpose, 
was announced from the pulpits of 
many of the churches, and further 
announcements will be made at the 
mid-week meetings of church organi- 


zations. 


“The retail meat dealers are giving 
Us all the co-operation we could 
ask,” said Mrs. Afiderson yesterday. 
“They seem to be making a special 
effort to keep the price of the cheap- 
er cuts of meat down to the lowest 
possible level. Many of the retail- 
ers, and this I found to be true in 
the smaller neighborhood shops, 
have taken the expensive cuts out

All sorts of schemes to beat 
the Harrison narcotic law 


have been tried, but the plan 
of Joe Wise, who was cap- 
tured yesterday in the vieinity 
of Calexico, stands at the head 
of the list for downright clev- | 
erness, according to Federal 
operatives. 

Wise, some years ago, had 
the misfortune to loge the big 
toe of his left foot, and he 
used the absence of the mem- 
ber to bring morphine across 
the line, they declare. 
According to the Federal 
operatives, he had made 4 
small tin cylinder about the 
length of the toe that he had 
ingeniously fitted upon the 
part of the foot where the toe 
ought to be. This was filled 
with narcotic, and with a pair 
of socks Mipped over the con- 
trivance it looked for all the 
world like a foot and big toe. 

It is said by the Federal 
authorities that he was able 
to transport about $10 worth 
of the drug on each trip.
